HEADQUARTERS OHIO WAR 
GAMES, Fairfield Air Depot, May 
23.—We are back at the war games 
after our two “raids’’ upon New 
York. Our mission is ended. 

We have demonstrated that with 


proper equipment, trained personnel, 
and adequate navigation and radio 
facilities, raiding bombardment 
squadrons can go anywhere, at any 
time, under any weather conditions. 

Bad weather is no obstacle, merely 
a discomfort. Flying through fogs, 
clouds, storms and night is perfectly 
proper planes and 
The demonstra- 
tion of these facts will have a tre- 
mendous effect when the next war 
comes, if it ever comes. 

To demonstrate that these things 
are true was the object of our ‘‘raid”’ 
upon New York. But we also demon- 
strated another thing and that is 
that New York, under the conditions 
which existed the night we flashed | 
in over the city from the west, was | 
defenseless against an'! 
aerial raider. 

As we cruised north over the North 


with 


| River under a ceiling of fantastic 
cloud formations at 900 feet, the 
sight of the blazing lights of New 


York was a spectacle we will never 


forget. Every flashing sign, every | 
beacon was clearly visible. The | 
whole city was suffused with the 


glow of its own lights reflected from 
the cloud banks overehad. 

It was impossible, however, to 
imagine what the situation would 
have been had we been enemy raid- | 
ers. We could bomb the city with- 
out danger of attack with perfect 
ease. Cruising in those cloud banks, 
we could have seen the whole pat- 
tern of the city below, outlined by | 
the glow of its lights 

Even had the lights been turned 
out, a single flare dropped over the | 


|} side would have picked out the con- 


fines of the city and its water bor- 
ders into a splendid target. 

In the opinion of myself and the 
crew of our plane, our mission was 
entirely successful. Because we had 
adequate navigating and adequate | 
radio communication with the west 
below us, we bored through the 
mountain storms true to our objec- 
tive, dropped our flares and flew on 
to Washington. We demonstrated 
that a bomber heavily loaded with 
bombs and fuel could strike from a 
far inland airport against a popu- 
lous centre. 


At Once Met Bad Weather. 


| When we took off from Fairfield 
| Air Depot, we had the promise of | 
|bad weather ahead. The refueling 
| plane and the radio plane which had 
| preceded us were down at Union- 
|town, Pa. 

Even before the field was sighted 
we were in radio communication 
|with them. Captain Ross C. Hoyt, 
| piloting the refueling plane, had in- 
formed us that he had been unable 
to get off either below or above the 
'clouds in an attempt to fight his way 
through to Washington where we 
|expected to take on our first loaa| 
of fuel in mid-air. He reported that 
at 7,000 feet ice had begun to form 
on his wings.

May 23.—The French monoplane 


Bernard-191 swung out of the sun- 
set sky to a perfect landing tonight 
on the broad ocean front from which 
she will take flight for Paris as 
soon as weather permits She had 


been flown here from Roosevelt 
Field, Long Island, at 138 miles an 
hour 


The plane, with its three passen 
gers, had covered the air distance of 
300 miles in 2 hours and 22 minutes 
She had left the Long Island field 
at 4:17 P. M. and settled easily on 
the white beach at 6:39 P. M. No 
attempt had been made to push the 


Bernard to its top speed of 150 miles 
an hour, but a favoring tail wind 
had pushed her forward eight miles 
an hour faster than had been 
scheduled. 

The landing was as graceful and 
as simple as the take-off had been 
at Roosevelt. Roaring with terrific 


speed over the meadow of the flying 
field, the plane had lifted itself into 
the sky almost at once, and after 
two wide circles had been pointed 
toward Maine. 


Swift Approach to Maine Shore. 


The suddenness of 
was duplicated in the rapidity with 
which the wide-winged craft ap- 
peared above Old Orchard, dropped 
down and came to rest. Far away 
on the rim of the horizon in the 
southwest the Bernard had appeared 
as a mote that seemed to have 
lodged on the binoculars in 
that direction.

the mote became a dot, then a plane, 


next a monoplane and finally a yel- 
low bird racing through the slant 
ing beams of the sun toward the 
group scattered along the sands be- 
tween the dwarf pines and 
breakers toppling into foam at 
edge of the surf.

State Department has received no re- 
port from Panama recently bearing 


upon the status of the treaty of 1926 
covering relations between that 
country and the United States and 
officials declined to comment on the 
situation tonight. 

Since the treaty was negotiated it 
has been left in the hands of Panama 
for ratification and Secretary Stim- 
son has not had occasion to give the 
question intensive study. 

The treaty provides that Panama 
shall declare itself in a state of war 
should the United States become in- 
volved in war and revises arrange- 
ments affecting the Canal Zone and 
Panama with reference to such mat- 
ters as the military defenses of Colon 
and other points.

WASHINGTON, May 23.—Denying 
that The Mobile Press is financed or 
controlled by the Alabama Power 
Company, Thomas M. Stevens, Mo- 
bile attorney and a stockholder in 
the newspaper, disclosed today be- 
fore the Federal Trade Commission 
that officials of the Alabama Power 
Company, as well as of the Inter- 
national Paper Company, had mor- 


ally supported the establishment of 
the newspaper. The Press began 
publication on April 15. 

Testifying as a witness in the com- 
mission's inquiry into newspaper fi- 
nancing activities by power and other 
utilities, Mr. Stevens said The Press 
was founded to combat the Mobile 
newspapers published by Frederick I 
Thompson, former Shipping Board 
commissioner. 

The Thompson papers, he said, 
have been antagonistic toward the 
Alabama Power Company. Previous 
have testified before the 
commission that these newspapers 
published statements that The Mobile 
Pres was owned and controlled by 
the power company. 

Under examination by Robert E. 
Healy, the commission's counsel, Mr 
Stevens told of the negotiations lead- 
ing up to the establishment of The 
Press. He emphasized that the news- 
paper was primarily an anti-Thomp 
son project and that it had been 
financed so as to preclude the pos 
sibility of Mr. Thompson ever ac- 
quiring an interest in it. 


Recalls the First Discussion. 


The establishment of the news- 
paper, said the witness, first was dis- 
cussed at a conference in Mobile of 
engineers and executives of the Ala- 
bama Power Company and the In- 
ternatoinal Paper Company, a sub-

SEEKS CHILDREN’S CUSTODY 


Still Dazed by Freedom After Five 
Years in Cell—wWill Go to the 
Mountains for a Few Weeks. 


Still somewhat dazed at his newly 
acquired freedom, and penniless and 
homeless, Harry L. Hoffman, who 
was acquitted Wednesday night of 
the murder of Mrs. Maude C. Bauer 
on Staten Island five years ago, smil- 
ingly outlined yesterday some of his 
plans. 

His first announcement was that 
he would not return to his former 
wife, Mrs. Agnes Keating Hoffman 
Rankin, who remarried while he was 
in jail, but who greeted him affec- 


tionately when he was acquitted. 

“She deserted me while I was in 
jail,’ he said, ‘‘but more than that, 
she neglected my children. Certain- 
ly, my wife could have taken care of 
these children. The State was pay- 
ing her $3 a day and paying her rent. 
They wanted her as a material wit- 
ness and she sided with the State 
against me.”’ 

The two children are Mildred, 11 
years old, whom Hoffman affec- 
tionately calls ‘‘Beaney,’’ and Doro- 
thy, 6. Dorothy is now in the Israel 
Orphan Asylum, but Mildred has 
been living with her mother. Hoff- 
man said he would immediately 
bring proceedings to gain their sole 
custody. He hugged Mildred to his 
breast yesterday at he talked to re- 
porters and told them of his plans 
to spend a few weeks in the moun- 
tains to regain some of the ninety- 
odd pounds he lost during his five 
years in jail. 

He smiled continually and spoke 
softly. He said he still felt shaky, 
but he thinks that a few weeks in 
the country will help him regain his 
former confidence. 

“I’m homeless and penniless, and 
37 years old,’’ he said, ‘‘and I have 
to start at the most bottomless 
bottom I can think of. After seeing 
one lying dog after another take the 
witness stand against me during all 
those trials it is true that I am not 
exactly overflowing with brotherly 
love and good fellowship for every- 
body. But I am eager to make a 
fresh start, and if I can do anything 
to stop a repetition of such injustice 
as I have suffered—which is not at 
all unusual—why, I want to do it.” 

Hoffman ha only the highest 
words of praise for Samuel Leibo- 
witz, his lawyer, who conducted his 
defense without pay ‘‘because I 
thought he was getting a rough 
deal.”’ 

He said he could not confirm the 
report that the Motion Picture Oper- 
ators’ Union, to which he belonged 
had a good job awaiting him in a 
Times Square motion-picture house. 
Officials of the union were not dis- 
posed to discuss the case yesterday 
and declined to make any comment 
regarding the job or the steps they 
took to aid in his defense. 

‘‘We may issue a statement later,”’ 
an official said.

BROKERS’ LOANS REDUCED. 


$45,000,000 Drop Less Than Ex- 
pected—Corporation Figures Up. 
Although the drop in_ brokers’ 
loans for the week ended Wednhes- 
day amounted to $45,000,000 as com- 
pared with last week’s increase of 
$14,000,000, according to the figures 
announced yesterday by the Federal 
Reserve Bank of New York, the de- 
crease fell considerably short of 


| guesses made in the financial com- 


munity. The loan total now stands 
at $5,520,000,000, the lowest since the 
week ended April 24, when the fig- 
ure was $5,492,000,000 

The effect of the break in the mar- 
ket on Wednesday, with the conse- 
quent shortening of the lines of 
credit needed, is not reflected in the 
current figures, but in view of the 
downward trend of prices since a 
week ago Wall Street had been in- 
clined to look for a much more sub- 
stantial drop in loans. As far as the 
Federal Reserve authorities are con- 
cerned the reduction of $45,000,000 is 
small and scarcely calculated to op- 
erate as an argument that an in- 
crease in the rediscount rate is un- 
necessary. 

The cut made in loans on securi- 
ties to brokers and dealers was in 
excess of $33,000,000, while the drop 
of more than $74,000,000 in the loans 
made for the account of out-of-town 
banks was mainly responsible forthe 
net decline in the total loans for the 
week, as the loans for the account 
of corporations and others topped 
the three billion mark, up §$63,- 
000.000

Dr. Davis, ‘‘has been unfortunate in 
depending on a fundamental unit of | 
heat almost comparable for indeter- 
minateness to some of the early 
units of length, for example, a bar-| 
ley corn and the human foot 

“Sueh uncertainty in the very 
foundation of a great branch of 
science is intolerable. It has prac- 
tical effects upon engineering and 
industrial works and processes in- 
volving expenditures of millions of 
dollars. 

“For example, the inaccuracy of 
steam tables may mean financial 
losses to the turbine manufacturer 
who guarantees the effectiveness of 
his turbines, which are based on 
these tables. 

“The difficulty is not one of de- 
sign. The turbine based on an inac- 
curate steam table will show an er- 
ror in capacity rather than in gen- 
eral efficiency. It may not be ade- 
quate to the purpose for which it 
was designed. 

“The research, although not yet 
completed, has produced very valu- 
able results, the benefits of which! 
are being made available to the 
world. The good work is continuing, 
mental difficulties have 
een overcome by ingenious con- 
struction of special apparatus.’’

John Lord O'Brian was 


Buffalo on Oct. 14, 1874, and was 
graduated from Harvard in 1896 
Two years later he began the prac- 
tice of law in his native city, where 
he has resided ever since except 
when he was engaged in war work 

He was the nominee of the Good 
Government League for Mayor of 
Buffalo in 1903 and in 1907 was 
elected to the State Assembly on the 
Republican ticket. He continued in 
that legislative body until his ap- 
pointment in 1909 by President Taft 
as United States Attorney for the 
Buffalo district 

In that office he won considerable 
attention by his vigorous prosecu- 
tion of the Standard Oil Company 
and several prominent railroads for 
alleged violation of the anti-rebate 
act He retained office for a year 
and a half after the Wilson Admin- 
istration came into office, resigning 
in December, 1914. 


Attended Constitutional Parley. 


He was a delevate to the State Con- 
stitutional Convention in 1915 and 
has since been active in support of 
a number of the measures recom- 
mended by that body, including the 
executive budget, the short ballot 
and the four-year term for Governor. 

Attorney General Gregory drafted 
him as a special Assistant Attorney 
General in October, 1917, and placed 
him in charge of the War Emer- 
gency Division, thus making him re- 
sponsible for enforcement of the es- 
pionage, sedition and trading-with- 
the-enemy acts, as well as the pros- 
ecution of draft ‘‘slackers.’’ 

Resigning from office a week after 
the armistice was signed, Mr. 
O’Brian has since been engaged in 
the practice of law. He has been 
active in Republican politics and has 
several times been mentioned as a 
possible candidate for Governor or 
United States Senator 

He married Miss Alma E

William D. Guthrie and Edward G. 
Griffin appeared for the Executive

publican majority in the Legislature. 

Acting Governor Lehman and Re-

“We have never claimed that the 
Legislature cannot give segregation 
power to some others, but we do say 
that the Governor is the head of the 
Executive Department and that it 
is fitting that the segregation of im- 
portant items should be confined to 
him as head of the State. We do not 
argue that the Censtitution prevents 
the Legislature from resting such 
a duty in*other administrative offi- 
cers, but we do contend that it can- 
not rest it in two of its members 
because of the settled doctrine that 
the Legislature must act as a body.”’ 

Mr. Guthrie contended that the 
constitutional provision of 1926-1927 
expressly provided that the Legisla-

Ward Uses Smith in Argument. 


Attormey General Ward made a 
point in the argument for the Legis-

A NICE DISCRIMINATION. 

Debate continues about the con- 
stitutional right of the Senate to 
add the debenture clause to the farm 
relief bill. This has been sharply 
challenged by the House of Repre- 
sentatives, though, after putting its 
view of the usurping Senate on rec- 
ord, it consented to waive its objec- 
tions for the purpose of conferring 
with the Senate committee in order 
to see if anything could be done 
about it. The claim has been, of 
course, that the debenture clause 
really amounted to a bill to 
revenue,” which by the Constitu- 
tion must originate in the House. 
Weighty arguments were made in 
the Senate to show that the deben- 
ture was not, strictly speaking, a 
revenue bill, and that the Senate 
was empowered to offer it as an 
amendment, as it constitutionally 
may amend even any revenue Dill 
sent to it by the House. But now 
the Senate metaphysicians have gone 
further and advanced a distinction 
which apparently never occurred to 
the authorities of the House. 

It was put forward with great 
solemnity on Tuesday by Senator 
WALSH of Montana, though he had 
been partly anticipated by Senator 
NORRIS. The common assertion has 
been that the debenture plan is the 
Same thing as a bounty, or a sub- 
sidy, to be paid directly out of the 
Treasury. The charge has been 
made in violent terms that it is pro- 
posed to let farmers “take money 
out of the Treasury.” But listen to 
Senator WALSH: “This provision 
“puts no money into the Treasury: 
“it prevents money from going into 
“the Treasury.” The phrase used 
by Senator NORRIS was that the de- 
benture plan would simply “ inter- 
cept” money on its way to the 
Treasury.

KU-KLUXING THECONSTITUTION 

So persistent has the hos- 
tility of Americans toward 
foreigners that it is not surprising 
to find the sentiment appearing even 
in such a matter as the question 
of Congressional reapportionment 
It has been proposed, by Senator 
SACKETT of Kentucky, that aliens 
shall be excluded in determining the 
basis of representation in the House. 
The idea appears to be that they 
are not so good as the native born. 
While the proposal does not go so 
far as to suggest disfranchising 
them, their presence is to be ignored 
in compiling the number of inhabi- 
tants per district for the purpose of 
allotting members of the House of 
Representatives.

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AIR POLLUTION. 


Elimination of Chimney Products 
and Street Dust Would Be a Benefit. 


To the Editor of The New York Time 

The effects of air pollution are evi- 
a comparison of maxiraum 
temperatures of the 
Veather Bureau observations at 
Mount Vernon and New York.

A method for measuring the pollu- 
tion of the air quickly and easily is 
not now at hand. Quantitative deter- 
minations of pollution require elabo- 
rate apparatus and experience in us- 
ing it. A method of qualitative de- 
termination that may be used quick- 
ly by the physician is within the 
range of possibility, but it has not 
yet been devised. 

So far as public health is con- 
cerned; it is doubtful if the pollution 
of the air by chimney products is so 
great a of danger as that 
chargeable to street cleaning and the 
removal of ashes and garbage—that 
is, the flying dust of the air. The 
late Dr. Prudden exposed small 
dishes plated with a culture medium 
in various localities, subject to the 
dust that might fall upon them. Ex- 
posure lasted five minutes. In such 
experiments one cannot count the 
micro-organisms per se; but when the 
organisms develop into colonies, the 
colonies can be counted and the 
number may be approximately deter- 
mined. In quiet streets from 100 to 
200 colonies were counted on each 
plate. In the streets where sweep- 
ers were at work the number of 
colonies was numbered by thou- 
sands. 

One cannot say 
micro-organisms of street dust are 
pathogenic; it is safe to assume, 
however, that they are not biogenic. 
Moreover, if they are kept on the 
ground, they are not harmful; if they 
are projected into the air, they con- 
stitute a source of possible danger as 
well as a physical discomfort. Both 
as to cleanliness and to health the 
flying dust of the air is a possible 
source of danger. It may not be 
wholly preventable, but it can be re- 
duced to a minimum that does not 
now exist. 

It is well to bear in mind, however, 
that dust, which in part consists of 
matter identical with « simney prod- 
ucts, is a normal part of the air. As 
a matter of detail, every cubic inch 
of air contains from several thou-

They are molar rather than 
molecular. They constantly float 
mingled with other constituents of 
the atmosphere; and if they are 
brought to the ground it is by means 
other than their own gravity. 

In the meantime, if health authori- 
ties will compel the elimination of 
excess of chimney products and put 
a stopper upon the creation of flying 
street dust, humanity will be the 
gainer, if not in health, at all events 
in comfort.

According to Assistant District 
Attorney James Dempsey Jr., who 
opened the manslaughter case today

According to the indictment,

‘‘piece’’ work, and were paid accord- 
ing to the number of moulds filled 
with the molton iron. Each was pro- 
vided with a ladle into which the 
iron flowed from the cupola. 

‘In a moment of passion, ‘‘charged 
Mr. Dempsey,”’ D’Augustino grabbed 
an iron bar ten feet in length and

a half in Commissioner Whalen’s of- 
fice, the lawyers emerged, declaring 
that they found him ‘‘very sympa- 
thetic,’ and that they had entrusted 
him with the responsibility of mak- 
ing public the result. 
_ “We are satisfied that something 
is going to be done,’’ said Roger N 
Baldwin, director of the American 
Civil Liberties Union. Morris Ernst, 
Henry T. Hunt and Arthur B. Spin- 
garn then urged him not to risk any 
further comment for fear of disturb- 
ing the harmony that had just been 
established with Mr. Whalen.

When Mr. Thomas gave his opinion 
that it would be possible, with the 
city paying about $10,000,000 fur the 
land, for apartment houses to be 
built in which rentals need not ex- 
ceed $10 a room, the Mayor ex- 
plained, the architect meant “an 
average of $10 a room.” Rentals 
for choice corner apartments, for in- 
stance, might go as high as $12 a 
room, but this would be offset by 
inner apartments renting as low as 
$8 a room. 

Mayor Walker, by unanimous con-

a battle as Berg glories in. Head-

And therein lies 
the difference between victory and, 
defeat for the New Rochelle lad, who 
but a short time back was regarded 
as a dangerous contender for the 
lightweight title.

Call money did not move from the 
preceding day's 6 per cent, but the 
tightening of rates on collateral time 
loans continued, the 944 per cent rate 
spreading to longer maturities. Ster- 
ling exchange went a fraction lower; 
at $4.84% for demand bills, it virtu- 
ally reached the rate at which $22,- 
000,000 gold was taken by New York 
at London during February. Gold 
engagements were not a matter of 
getaeh*i discussion yesterday, but the 
quegfon was naturally raised wheth- 
er, =i case the New York bank rate 
were to rise to 6 per cent, the Bank 
of England rate could be left at 5x. 

In two respects, yesterday's weekly 
report of the Bank of England was 
noteworthy. Its gold holdings, for 
the first time since New Year's week, 
exceed those of the same date in 
1928, and the past week's further 
gain of gold brings the ratio of its 
banking reserve to deposits still fur- 
ther above all precedent of the past 
fifteen and a half years. At 55% 
per cent, that ratio is now more than 
4 per cent above the’figure of this 
week in May during any of the dozen 
years prior to the war. It has already 
| been pointed out, however, that the 
present high ratio recognizes pri-| 
marily the fact that the war-time 
“currency notes'’ have now been 
taken into the bank’s circulation and 
its banking reserve. 

The report on brokers’ loans 
showed decrease of $45,000,000 for the 
week, the first reduction since the 
second week of April. There had 
been an increase of $140,000,000 dur- 
ing the intervening four weeks; the 
outstanding total is still $429,000,000 
above that of the last week of 1928 
and $126,000,000 beyond the figure 
which frightened Wall Street at the 
beginning of December. The past 
week's reduction was wholly due to 
heavy curtailment of loans by home 
and out-of-town banks. Borrowings 
from other than banking lenders in- 
creased $63,000,000.

Turning sharply’ about after ab-, 
sorbing heavy selling early in the 
day, the market rallied vigorously in 


| the last hour of trading on the Stock | 


Exchange yesterday, canceling part! 
though not all, of the losses incurred | 
the day before. Most of the stocks | 
which bore the brunt of Wednesday's 
selling movement participated in the 
recovery, some in only a small way 
and others to the extent of 4 to 8 
points. There was a spirited advance 
in the last hour In General Electric, 
Columbia Graphophone, Allied Chem- 
ical, Electric Auto Lite, Packard 
Motor, United States Steél, General 
Motors and a few others. The mar- 
ket opened steady and fairly firm, 
then sold off late in the morning, 
rallied shortly after noon and turned 
irregular again, remaining so until 
upturn in the last hour. 
The general opinion was that the late 


advance was due largely to active 
covering by professionals who had 
sold the market short on the day be- 
fore. The stock market community 
seemed to have shaken off some of 
the uneasiness that had been felt 
recently over an impending increase 
in the rediscount rate and its prob- 


able results, 


The Unchanged Bank Rate. 

The remark commonly made, after 
the spokesman for the Federal Re- 
serve had given the word ‘‘no an- 
nouncement” following the meeting 
of the bank's directors yesterday, 
was that the financial community is 
in for another week of uncertainty. 
This feeling offset what might other- 
wise have been gratification because 
of the announced reduction of $45,- 
000,000 in brokers’ loans during the 
week. The reduction was not re- 
garded as large in view of the sweep- 


| ing decline in prices during the last 


three days covered by the statement. 
The feeling was rather general, how- 
ever, that the prolongation of the 
6 per cent rate for call money was 
a direct reflection of the stock mar- 
ket’s heavy liquidation. It was point- 
ed out that, in former years, a fall 
in the call-money rate was looked 
for as the necessary result of such 
a movement, even though the general

Hoping For Good News. 
With the maintenance of the 


present rediscount rate assured for 
another week at least, professional | 
Wall Street, or that portion of it 
committed to the advance on the 
Stock Exchange, began to cast about 
anxiously for some important devel- 
opment upon which to base fresh 
market operations. Almost every 
brokerage house seemed to be en- 
couraging the idea that something 
will happen before long to restore 
confidence.

Reserve Board and Reserve Banks,

The Spread in Money Rates. 


Call and time money rates moved 
further apart yesterday when the of- 
ficial rate on the former held at 6 
per cent and the rate on 30 and 60- 
day accommodations set a new high 
level since 1920 at 9% per cent. The 
theory prevailed yesterday that many 
borrowers are seeking to fortify 
themselves against a possible money 
squeeze at the end of the month, or 
in any event, at the time of the mid- 
year settlements. There did not ap- 
pear to be any business done at all 
in 3, 4, 5 and 6 months’ loans yester- 
day, so that the quotation of 9 per 


cent was regarded as strictly nomi 
nal Just how the taking up of 
rights to purchase additional stock 
by corporation shareholders during 
the next month or two will affect 
the money market did not seem to 
be clear.

The influenza epidemic of 1928-29 
proved costly for American life in- 
surance companies, judged by the 
experience of the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance Company, whose death 
claim disbursements for the epi- 
demic months totaled $7,342,915 more 
than if the death rate had been the 
same as in the like period in 1927-28 

However, the influenza and pneu- 
monia death rate among the com- 
pany’s 18,500,000 industrial policy- 
holders , during the 1928-29 period 
was only about one-fifth as high as 
during the 1918-19 pandemic. In the 
light of past experience, it is be- 
lieved the samé ratio will hold good 
for the general population. It is es- 
timated that during the recent out- 
break 129,000 deaths occurred 
against a total of 600,000 in 1918-19.

“Within the past six months, sev- 
enty-nine national banks with total 
resources of nearly $3,000,000,000 
have passed under State jurisdic- 
tions.

“However, it is within the power 
of Congress to turn the advanta@e in 
favor of national banks and make 
it in the interest of banks to operate 
under the national charter. 

“We are now in an era of great 
national prosperity and growth in 
which the public is participating to 
a degree hitherto unknown. In the 
last fifteen years distances betwen 
local communities have been abol- 
ished by the automobile. airplane, 
telephone and radio, which have 
revolutionized the life of the rural 
districts. 

“For this reason the question is 
faised whether the unit bank can 
survive. Local enterprises to a large

centralized corporations. The fi- 
nancing is not done in the rural com- 
munities, but in the larger cities by 
the metropolitan banks. 

Many Unit Bank Failures, 

“The unit bank is therefore thrown 
back upon its own resources and 
has to face the rising cost of man- 
agement with a relative decrease in 
income We cannot escape being 
moved with great concern to observe 
that at a time of the strengthening 
of our financial position in all lines 
there have been more than 5,000 
failures of unit banks in the last 
eight years. During this eight-year 
period there was not a single failure 
of a large metropolitan bank. 

“The plight of the unit banks has 
been caused by the amazing develop- 
ment in the concentration of control 
over groups of unit banks in the last 
two years This has came to be 
called group banking. There are 
hundreds of these groups in all sec- 
tions of the country, and the re- 
sultant situation calls for a perma- 
nent settlement of the banking sys- 
tem

Taxpayers Must Be “Patient,” 
Decilares—Speaker Likens Ne 
Road to Appian Way, 


New York’s west side elevated 
press highway was officially beg 
at noon yesterday. Amid the chee 
and plaudits of some 5,000 onloc 
ers ground was broken at Can 
and West Streets by Mayor Walk 
and by Manhattan Borough Pre 
dent Julius Miller, for whom tl} 
ceremony marked the culminatic 
of eight years of effort. 

The Mayor wielding a silver shov 
and Mr. Miller a silver pick tore 
the first paving blocks and imm 
diately thereafter work was start 
on the first section of the highws 
from Canal to Twenty-second Stree 
The section is to be opened to th 
public in eighteen months. The tw 
other sections, bringing the highwa 
to its northern terminus at Sevent 
second Street and Riverside Drive 
will be completed in two and a hal 
years. 

From all of yesterday’s speakers 
including Mayor Walker, Mr. Mille 
received warm tributes. The entire 
neighborhood showed its apprecia: 
tion by bedecking houses and win 
dows with flags and bunting. The 
bright May sunshine added to th 
brilliancy of the scene, while musi¢ 
supplied by the Street Cleaning D 
partment Band and that of the Na 
tional Biscuit Company lent a fes 
tive air to the occasion. Preceding 
the ceremony there was a parade o 
the College of St. Francis Xavier 
Cadets, whose uniform Mayor 
Walker once wore, and of the 
American Legion Post of the office 
of the Borough President of Man 
hattan. The program was broadcast 
over station WNYC. 


Mayor Sees Traffic Aid. 


Mayor Walker termed the project 
for the construction of the express 
highway one of the most important 
contributions ever made to solving 
New York’s traffic problem. Presi- 
dent Miller said the highway was 
“one of the greatest public improve- 
ments ever begun in the city of New 
York, of tremendous benefit not 
only to this city but to this part of 
the country.”” Mr. Miller expressed 
the hope that with the completion 
of the highway it would be possible 
to launch a similar improvement for 
the east side. 

In paying tribute to Mr. Miller 
for the part he played in initiating 
the idea of the highway, Mayor 
Walker said that it had been the 
city's hope to combine the project 
with the proposal for the west side 
improvement, including the elimina- 
tion of the railway tracks in ‘“‘Death 
Avenue.”” He promised, however, 
that before the end of next month 
the contract for the west side plan 
Would be signed, so that work on the 
two projects could proceed simul- 


taneously. He warned the city’s tax- 
Payers that other improvements re- 
quired by the city’s rapid, continu- 
ous and phenomenal growth would 
€xpensive”’ and that if the people | 
of the city were to be impatient for 
additional improvements they would 
ave to be patient with the cost.
